ADVISORS  NOTE 


This  year  there  are  85  Third  form  students  at  CCNZ.  Third  Form 
camp  was  held  in  April,  we  spent  a  week  at  Kawhia,  where  we  learned 
a  bit  about  the  early  history  of  the  Kawhia  area,  explored  present  day 
Kawhia,  looked  at  the  sand  dune  stabilisation  and  forestry  projects,  as 
well  as  tramping,  abseiling,  swimming  and  canoeing. 

The  third  form  is  the  best  place  to  begin  building  skills  and 
knowledge  for  an  exciting  future.  Many  students  have  made  a  great 
start  to  their  secondary  schooling,  with  8  students  making  the  academic 
honour  roll  in  the  second  term.  At  the  same  time,  only  4  third  form 
students  achieved  conduct  honours.  Unfortunately  there  has  been  a 
group  of  students  who  have  felt  the  main  purpose  of  being  at  CCNZ 
is  to  socialise  with  one  another,  which  they  have  done  to  the  detriment 
of  their  education. 

Study  habits  and  basic  knowledge  and  developed  now,  they  do  not 
suddenly  appear  in  the  5th  form  when  external  exams  begin  to  happen. 
Some  students  arc  well  on  the  way  to  success,  while  others  will  have 
to  make  a  determined  effort  next  year  to  develop  themselves.
